EbT I  MATES  ARE  EXPECTED  TO  BE  COMPLETED    IN  A  DAY  OR  TWO. 

PLANS  ARE  UNDER  WAY  TO   BEGIN     THE  PREPARATION  OF    INDIVIDUAL  GIN  AND  GROUP  REPORTS.      ALL  NECBSSARY 
FROMS  ARE  NOW  ON  HAND,    AND  A  SUFFICIENT  NUMBER  OF   CLOSE-OUT  REPORTS   HAVE  BEEN  RECEIVED  TO  BEGIN 
THIS  PHASE  OF  OUR  WORK.

WRITER  WAS   IN   FRESNO,    CALIFORNIA,   ON  MARKET  NEWS   WORK  THURSDAY  OF  THIS  WEEK.      ON  MONDAY  MORNING, 
MARCH  6TH,    HE    EXPECTS  TO  DEPART  FOR  BLYTHE,    CALIFORNIA  FOR  THE  PURPOSE  OF  MEETING  MR.   L ANHAM

MR.   WILLIAM  C.   DIXON  WILL  REPORT  FOR    HIS  PRE- 1 NDUCT I  ON  PHYSICAL  NEXT  TUESDAY.      HE  H^S  BEEN 
NOTIFIED  BY  THE  LOCAL  DRAFT  EOARD  THAT  HE    IS  TO  BE  EXAMINED    IN  LOS  ANGELES.      AS   INDICATE:  2V 
OUR  PREVIOUS  REPORT,    THE  DEMAND  FOR  THE  HIGHER  QUALITIES  REMAINS  NIL.      A  FAIRLY  GOOD  DEMAND  STILL 
PREVAILS  FOR  THE  GRADES  LOW  MIDDLING  AND  BELOW,   AND  A  SMALL  AMOUNT  CF   ACTIVITY  HAS   BEEN  APPARENT
